Coach  Rich  Meckfessel,  West  Virginia  Sports  Writers  Association’s 
Coach  of  the  Year,  ponders  the  outcome  of  the  championship  W.V. 
I.A.C.  game  as  his  starting  five  move  into  the  spotlight  on  the  court  be¬ 
fore  the  clock  begins. 
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With  a  new  fight  song  to  back  the  Gol¬ 
den  Eagles,  the  Maroon  and  Gold  got 
off  to  a  roaring  start  on  their  third  flight 
to  Kansas  City.  This  year  under  Coach 
Rich  Meckfessel,  the  Golden  Eagles 
came  back  even  stronger  than  last  year, 
establishing  the  best  four  year,  three 
year,  two  year,  and  one  year  records  of 
any  team  in  the  past. 

The  Eagles  started  off  the  1966-67  season 
with  a  110-80  victory  over  Beckley.  They 
then  suffered  their  only  defeats  of  the 
season  against  Marshall,  87-110,  and 
State,  90-98.  However,  the  later  defeat 
of  Marshall,  86-79,  paved  the  way  for  a 
final  14  game  winning  streak,  including 
the  defeat  of  State,  97-87. 

In  the  Quincy  Holiday  Tournament  the 
Eagles  defeated  Oklahoma  Baptist,  and 
Upper  Iowa,  only  to  lose  the  final  game 
to  St.  Benedict’s.

TO  KANSAS  CITY  AGAIN 


M.H.C.  wrapped  up  first  place  in  the 
Conference  by  defeating  Salem  79-77.  In 
their  final  game,  the  Eagles  beat  Davis 
and  Elkins  132-70.  This  score  established 
a  new  school  record  for  the  highest  score 
in  a  single  game.  Roger  Hart  went  all 
out  that  night  and  scored  53  points. 
Thus,  the  Eagles  entered  the  WVIAC 
Tournament  with  an  overall  22-3  record. 

The  Eagles  defeated  West  Liberty  in  the 
first  Tournament  game  81-68,  and  then 
took  Wheeling  91-79,  setting  us  up 
against  Fairmont  for  the  title  game. 
Coach  Meckfessel  and  his  team  were  de¬ 
termined  not  to  repeat  last  year’s  events 
as  they  beat  the  courageous  Falcons 
98-84. 

Morris  Harvey  walked  away  with  the 
Tournament  trophy  and  placed  three 
men  on  the  All-Conference  team.  “We’re 
Number  One!”  echoed  through  the  Civic 
Center  as  the  Golden  Eagles  winged 
their  way  to  Kansas  City  for  the  NAIA 
Tournament.
